the Minister Fuel and Power were reduced £22.4 mill. 


the carbonisation side the main activity the board 
help meet the heavy demands the iron and steel 
industry for hard coke. The quantity coal carbonised 
increased from 9,021,811 tons 1948 9,266,000 tons 


1949, and there was greater supply gas available for 
domestic and industrial use. this regard reference 
made the report the close collaboration the board 
with the Gas Council and the area gas boards. 1949 the 
output gas was 38,750 mill. cu.ft., compared with 37,516 
mill. 1948. The output from the board’s plants making 
briquettes was about 1,200,000 tons, and addition the 
Phurnacite plant, with output 168,000 tons, showed 
increase 13%. second unit being built which will 
double the plant’s capacity and should completed 
1951. Extended reference also made the report coal 
preparation and the drive for cleaner coal—an aspect 
which, course, the gas industry vitally interested. About 
80% the coal produced this country cleaned the 
collieries, either machine hand. But many the 
plants are old and inefficient and much the coal put into 
them dirtier than used be, partly due mechanisation 
and partly the working thinner and dirtier seams. 
and states the report, industry now getting the 
kind coal needs. There are, however, important excep- 
tions. Some the board’s carbonisation coals, for example, 
need further improvement.’ The main long-term solution 
lies the construction new and better preparation plants. 
Since nationalisation new plants have been brought into 
operation cost £2} mill. and having total cleaning 
capacity about mill. tons year.

Gas Managers and the North British Association 
Gas Managers. The Waverley (founded 1861) the 
oldest gas association, but the following year saw the for- 
mation the North British. have for long held the 
view that the case for two associations Scotland was 
hardly justified view the fact that membership the 
two amounted effect membership single body. 
the annual meeting next year the following resolution 
will submitted: the Waverley Association Gas 
Managers and the North British Association Gas 
Managers amalgamated and new association formed, 
And the Waverley meeting June 
(see 87) was intimated that the 1951 meeting will 
held either January February, order ‘clear the 
way. Next year, then, shall see united body gas 
managers Scotland interpreting views with common 
authority and the stage set for decision whether not 
the association should seek become district section 
the Institution Gas Engineers. date the Southern 
Association (two sections), the Eastern Association, the 
Manchester District Association, the Midland Association, 
and the Wales and Monmouthshire Association have be- 
come incorporated distinct sections the Institution. 


The meeting the Waverley Association June 
was not largely attended and the proceedings were 
simple character, the major feature being the Presidential 
Address Mr. Fulton, Kirkcaldy, which shall 
publish later the Journal. was natural that Mr. 
Fulton should devote the major part his comments 
the Association’s history and the future. asked that 
careful consideration should given their relationship 
with the parent Institution, pointing out that, the de- 
cision taken form Scottish District Section the 
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Institution Gas Engineers, the constitution which they 
would have accept contains nothing prevent the con- 
tinuation the Waverley tradition friendship and in- 
formality all meetings. And towards this preservation

Dr. Burns 
illustrated his account lantern slides, and indicated the problems involved 
operating the different types plant the most economical manner. 


concise summary the Chief Engi- 
neer’s Department comprised the 
part the address, the course 
which Dr. pointed out that, unlike 
many other area boards, the North 
Thames Gas Board does not depend 
entirely contractors for the design 
new plant.
